“The Parls conference will 
deelde ‘our fate—your fate and 
that of‘our children,” he.sald. *

national unity, but he longs no 


We 
must not try to purchase unity 
by glving up liberty and the 
law, which we would do under 
Sovict influence. 

“IT can tell you from
